Chairman Davis called the meeting to order. A motion was made by Smith and seconded by Reece to
approve the agenda as written. All voted aye. Motion carried. A motion was made by Reece and
seconded by Smith to waive reading of minutes of previous meeting and approve as written.

Braden Ave. Chariton, IA 50049. Lucas County will accept the quote from Lockridge Inc to purchase
windows in the amount of $48,205.94, and the estimated labor installation quote in the amount of
$11,200.00 from Andy Peterson. The total cost of the project is $59,405.94. All voted aye. Motion
carried.
